Gentlemen, 


I enclose a letter from Supt. Fox, received this morning which he directed me to copy in 
our letter book, and forward to you. If practical please favor me with some reply, the substance 
of which, I can wire to him this afternoon. 


I learn this morning that Sellers & Co. desire to have the Mint shut down on Saturday to 
enable them to make the alterations in the Shafting, which is intended to relieve the vibrations of 
the Weighing Machines. I have only to say that such a stoppage is not to be thought of for a 
moment. The pressure upon the Mint is such that if we cannot have the use of the Weighing 
Machines, we must go ahead without them. But we must keep in motion, whether cripples or not, 
during every working day. From this there is no possible escape.
